Retiring Governor Asks 
for Review of Present 
Program — No Men- 
tion of New Taxes to 
Meet Increased Costs.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 
An expanded and liberalized 
state public assistance program, 
including new payments to meet 
medical expenses of Missouri’s 
210,000 welfare recipients, was 
recommended by retiring Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly in his final 
legislative message today. 

Donnelly’s proposals were sub- 
mitted to a joint séssion of the 
new Sixty-ninth General As- 
sembly, which convened earlier 
today for its 1957 regular five- 
month session. 

The retiring Governor, who 
will complete his second four- 
year term Jan. 14, attended the 
joint Senate-House meeting, but 
did not personally deliver the 
address because he is suffering 
from a cold and sore throat. 
His‘ closing legislative message 
was read to the joint assembly 
by a House reading clerk. 

‘Good Financial Condition.’ 


Donnelly told the legislators 
that Missouri's state govern- 
ment “is in good financial con- 
dition today.” But he did not 
say whether state taxes would 
have to be increased or new 
levies imposed to meet demands 
for increased welfare expendi- 
tures and finance other ex- 
panded and improved state pro- 
grams and services. 

In connection with his rec- 
ommendations for liberalization | 
of the welfare program, Don- | 
nelly urged the new Legislature 
to make a thorough study of 
the adequacy of present aid to | 
old-age pensioners, dependent | 
children, the blind and disabled | 
“in the light of increased living | 
costs.” a 

He also urged that Missouri 
take advantage of a new federal 
law under which the United | 
States Government will match 
state funds for payment of 
medical aid for recipients. 

Under this program, medical | 
aid payments of $6 a month 
would paid to old-age pen- 
sioners, dependent children, the 
blind and the disabled. Similar 
payments would be paid to de- 
pendent children families, on 
the basis of $3 a month for each 
child and $6 a month for the 
mother or custodian. Funds for 
these grants would be provided 
by the State and Federal gov- 
ernments on a 50-50 matchirg 
basis. 

State welfare officials esti- 
mated the cost of this program 
at $7,000,000 a year. 

Lien and Recovery Law. 


Donnelly renewed his pre- 
vious recommendation for en- 
actment of a so-called lien and 
recovery law. Under this law, 
the state would take a lien on 
the property of welfare recipi- 
ents to recover part of the costs 
of the assistance grants after 
the ‘death of those obtaining 
public aid. 

This controversial proposal 
has been repeatedly. defeated 
by Legislatures in the past. 

A major portion of Donnelly’s 
2400-word “farewell address” 
comprised a review of his ad- 
ministration during the last four 
years, an@ included a number 
of recommendations that he 
made previously. In only a few 
instances did he spell out his 
recommendations in detail. 

He pointed out that expendi- 
tures for the state’s mental 
health program have jumped 
about 60 per cent since he be- 
gan his second term, and ‘that 
salaries have been increased and | 
better-qualified personnel has 
been employed in the mental | 
hospitals.

BERLIN, Jan. 2 (UP)—The 
unexpected departure for Mos- 
cow of a delegation of top East 
German leaders may lead to a 
satellite “summit” conference 
to work out Communism’s ans- 
wer to the Hungarian revolt, 
diplomatic sources said today. 

Premier Grotewohl, Commu- 
nist party boss Walter Ulbricht 
and 10 other top East German 
officials left on the night train 
for Moscow, and there were re- 
ports leaders from other Com- 
munist nations may converge 
on the Soviet capital. 

Chinese Communist Premier 
Chou En-lai is due in Moscow 
in the next few days and there 
have been recurring rumors in 
Budapest that Premier Janos 
Kadar may lead a delegation of 
Hungarian Officials to the 
Kremlin. 

Though unconfirmed reports 
said representatives of several 
satellite nations may go to Mos- 
cow, it was believed no repre- 
sentatives would be there from 
Yugoslavia or Poland. Yugo- 
Slav President Josip (Tito) Broz 
is in the Kremlin doghouse’ at 
the moment. A Polish delega- 
tion recently visited Moscow, 
and Chou is going to Poland 
after his Moscow talks.

Hungarians at nearby McGuire 
Air Force base today as Opera- | 
ation Safe Haven neared its 
end. 

The military transport Gen. 
Leroy Eltinge docked at Brook- 
with 1747 Hun- 
garian men, women and chil- 
dren aboard. 

One of the children was only 
a few hours old, a son born to 
24-year-old Gabriella Matusek 
as the ship rode at anchor in 
quarantine. 

“I am happy beyond words,” 
said the child's father, Harry, 
26, a machinist. 

“I don’t care where I live as 
long as it’s in the United States. 
I don’t care what I do as long 
as I can do it in freedom and 
earn an honest living.” 

The parents named the child 
Leroy Eltinge Matusek. He had 
added distinction of being 
brought into the world by an 
admiral, R. Adm. Hubert Van 
Peenan, district medical officer. 
“This is the first time in my 

vears in the Navy that I 
delivered a baby at sea,” 
Peenan said. 

The vessel, a former Army 
troopship named after a West 
Point officer, is the first of 
three ships due to bring some 
5500 Hungarian refugees to the 
United States from Bremerha- 
ven, Germany 

It docked 72 hours late after 
bucking heavy seas, winds and 
fog during a 12-day crossing. 
More than 12,000 pills for sea- 
sickness were distributed to the 
passengers. 

Eighty-two customs men con- 
tributed their holiday time to 
process baggage; and then the 
refugees were brought here by 
bus 

A military Air Transport Serv- 
ice plane also landed at Mc- 
Guire yesterday with another 
75 refugees, the latest of some 
19.000 who have entered this 
reactivated trgop staging center.

fore election day. The court 
said in effect that a 1953 law 
purporting to let civilian absen- 
tees and. shut-ins vote before 
election day exceeded the scope 
of the 1948 amendment. 

When the absentee ballots 
put Del Sesto in the lead, Rob- 
erts brought action before the 
court that some ballots were 
mailed by absentees and shut- 
ins before the Nov. 6 election 
day. 


The court invalidated 4994 |

There also were 71 deaths in 
fires and 109 in accidents of 
other kinds for an over-all to- 
‘tal of 588. 

The period covered by the 
count extended from 6 p.m. lo- 
| ca tlime Friday until last mid- 

yight. 

’ The weekend traffic toll was 
| far below the 706 deaths on the 
| hibhways during the four-day 
Christmas weekend, which was 
'a record for any holiday. 

However, the combined total 
| for the two holidays set a new 

record with more than 1100 
traffic deaths. It marked the 
| first time in history the total 
‘for the two holidays exceeded 
1000. The old record was 973, 
‘set in the three-day celebration 
periods at the end of 1955 and 
the start of 1956 
| Missouri, Illinois Toll. 

This weekend there were 10 
traffic fatalities in Missouri, 
four in fires and five from mis- 
'céllaneous causes. The Illinois 
total included 22 traffic deaths, 
two in fires and six from mis- 
ceilaneous causes. 

The National Safety Council, 
which had predicted 490 traffic 
| fatalities during the New Year 
celebration, stated: 

i “Drivers and law

| make our pre-holiday estimate 
of 490 traffic deaths over the 
holiday period way high.

if the screening process which 
is presently in effect is con- 
tinued, the Hungarian refugees 


who are admitted to the United | 


States will present no signifi- 


cant risk of internal subervsion | 


in this country.” 

The Vice President went on 
to say he believed the refugees 
would be ‘a valuable national 
asset” and that “there is no 


question but that the American | 


economy can easily and profit- 
ably assimilate” the refugees. 

Nixon recommended that 
Congress amend the immigra- 
tion laws to “regularize the 
status of Hungarian refugees 
brought into the United States 
under the parole procedure’ 
and “provide flexible authority 
to grant admission to this coun- 
trv of. additional numbers of 
Hungarian and other refugees 
from Communist persecution, 
through the use of non-quota 
visas within an annual ceiling.” 

He also strongly urged the 
new Congress to pass the gen- 
eral amendments to the McCar- 
ran-Walter Act recommended 
by Mr. Eisenhower last year but 
killed in the House. These 
would liberalize the immigra- 
tion laws in a number of ways. 

Nixon met with President 
Eisenhower ahead of the con- 
gressional meeting to present 
his formal report on a personal 
pre-Christmas study of the 
refugee situation in Austria. 

Attack on Russia. 

The Vice President stressed 
the historic significance of the 
Hungarian revolt, unrest in 
other satellites and Russia it- 
self, and pointedly indicted the 
Soviet Union, obviously with 
Mr. Eisenhower's approval. 

“This report,” Nixon said, 
“deals only with a symptom, 
and not with the basic problem. 
No matter how well we care 
for the victims of oppression, 
the guilt of those who drove 
them from their homes, who 
killed their fellow countrymen 
and who today keep their na- 
tion in slavery must never be 
forgotten. 

“In a discussion confined as 
is this report to the present 
plight of the Hungarian refu- | 
gees, we recognize that we are 
not dealing with the basic ques- 
tion of how freedom is to be 
provided for Hungary. Com- 
pliance by the U.S.S.R. with the | 
resolution of the United Na- | 
tions calling for the removal of | 
Soviet troops from Hungary is | 
the only adequate and perma- 
nent solution to that problem, | 
and to the problems which face | 
the Hungarian people. Solutions | 
short of this must be considered 
temporary and basically not 
satisfactory.” 

Nixon called the revolt “one 
of the most significant events 
in the history of mankind,” and 
said: 

“... It is essential that in our 
necessary and understandable 
concern over the immediate 
problem of providing for the 
needs of refugees we not lose 
sight of the historical signifi- 
cance of this mass migration of 
people from an area of slavery 
to an area of freedom. 

“The Communist leaders 
thought they were building a 
new order in Hungary. Instead, 
they erected a monument which |

Those people, both inside and 
outside of Hungary, who had 
the courage to expose by their 
actions this evil ideology for 
what it is deserve all the grati- 
tude and support which we in 
the free world are so willingly 
giving today.”

Nixon reported that about 
| 155,000 refugees had crossed 
the border from Hungary to 
Austria up until yesterday, and 
were still coming. 

He discussed two objections 
that have been sounded in con- 
nection with the refugee pro- 
gram—the possibility that there 
may be Communist agents 
among those being admitted, 
and the possibility that some 


might not be desirable other- 
wise. 


On the Communist agent 
angle, he said: 

“In addition to the usual 
documentary evidence available

For Expansion in Middle East 


Aramco Cuts Spending — Confidence of

BEIRUT, Jan. 2—Future oil 
| development in the Middle East 
has been hurt by Egypt's sei- 
zure of control of the Suez 
Canal. ; 

The Arabian, American Oil 
Co. (Aramco) has already de- 
cided on a drastic revision of its 
multimillion-dollar development 
plans. Other companies may 


follow suit. 

Aramco already had decided 
th cut spending by $10,000,000 
in 1957. Only minor trimming 
is involved and no Saudi.Arabi- 
an employes will be discharged. 

New Cuts Studied. 


There is still the problem of 
the further cuts that are under 
study and the effect they will 
have on the company’s relations 
with King Saud and the king's 
relations with his subjects. 

The confidence of the major 
oil companies has been shaken 
on two points, 


First, they have seen how 
trouble in the area can hit 
their export capacity, and ex- 
portation, not production, is 


the bottleneck in this rich oil 
area. 

Second, they have been wor- 
ried by muttering in Arab na- 
tionalist circles about expro- 
priating oil properties in the 
way that President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser of Egypt took over 
the Universal Suez Canal Co. 

It is unlikely that the com- 
panies will cut back present 
production so long as they can 
export, but they are understood 
to be considering cancellation 
of plans for a vast expansion. 

While they think over the 
situation, they have called a

Work to Do in 1957 


To the Egitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This is the time for bold advance 
in disarmament negotiations — not 
for futile retreat behind a Maginot 
line of mounting defense expendi- 
ture. Two factors now strongly 
favor such advance. 

First, the restraint we have shown 
in the Hungarian tragedy and could 
be expected to display in any sim- 
ilar revolt in East Germany or else- 
where, should convince Moscow 
once and for all that the West plots 
no crusade of liberation. This should 
make the Kremlin more amenable 
to drastic arms cuts. 

Second, East Europe’s revolution- 
ary fervor has weakened Soviet lines 
of communication.

Provided no extraneous issues are 
introduced—such as making German 
reunification a pre-condition of dis- 
armament—these two factors hold 
high promise for successful negotia- 
tions. 

The year 1947 calls for advance, 
not retreat, in the struggle to 
achieve humanity’s greatest hope— 
peace and disarmament.

While Counting Deaths 


The Missouri Legislature ig convening while 
the nation still counts its traffic fatalities for 
1956. Missouri knows it has set an unenviable 
record of more than 1100 highway deaths in a 
year. Will the nation go beyond its record 
1941 total of 39,969, as predicted a few months 
ago? 

In any case no American can find any Satis- 
faction in traffic fatalities rising 6000 a year 
higher than United States battle deaths in the 
Korean war. It is time to look beyond the 
statistics for practical steps to reduce the ve- 
hicular carnage. And since traffic safety is 
primarily a state responsibility, what can Mis- 
souri and its new Legislature do? There are 
several answers: 

Speed Limits: For years the legislators have 
talked of fixing a U0 or 65-mile-an-hour speed 
limit on our highways, Only six states cling 
to Missouri's system of “reasonable and proper” 
speeds. Action on a speed limit law is possible 
this year. 

It would be a mistake, however, to regafd 
fixed speed limits.as the sole answer to traffic 
accidents. Many states with fixed limits have 
bad accident records because of inadequate en- 
forcement, heavy traffic and unrealistic speed 
requi ents. Missouri, we suggest, ought to 
consider zoning its highways for proper speeds 
rather than establishing one limit for all state 
roads. A divided turnpike certainly permits 
higher safe speeds than a winding Ozark road. 

Highway Patrol: The Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri is campaigning for a 600-man State High- 
way Patrol, which presently has 355 men. Fixed 
speed limits will demand a larger patrol for 
proper enforcement, and states with more pa- 
trolmen generally have lower accident rates 
per mile. 

Legislators, of course, will note that a 600- 
man Highway Patrol may cost $2,000,000 more 
a year. In view of the cost, Missouri may en- 
large the patrol on a more limited and experi- 
mental basis, and let the results show whether 
the patrol needs to be nearly doubled. 

Driver’s License: Missouri ought to face the 
fact that the driver’s license represents the 
best means of getting dangerous drivers off 
the highways, and for that reason is close to 
the heart of the highway safety problem. Our 
licensing law, though much improved a few 
years ago, still does not require examinations 
for all drivers, or provide stringent means for 
revoking and suspending licenses. 


Under the present law a license may be re- 
voked only after three convictions of careless 
or reckless driving within two years—and con- 
victions, as opposed to arrests, are not so easy 
to obtain within such a period. The law should 
be revised so that motorists will know that 
their license entitles them to drive a poten- 
tially lethal machine. 

Vehicle Inspection: While defective autos do 
not cause as many accidents as defective driv- 
ing, still Missouri lags behind more progres- 
sive states in assuring the safety of automobiles. 
One of every eight cars today was produced 
before the war, and even newness does not 
guarantee the safety of brakes, steering and 
so on. Periodic inspection of cars would help 
to save lives. 

Here is a program for Missouri's Sixty-ninth 
General Assembly to consider in full. Merely 
adopting a speed limit law will not suffice for 
a state which endured 1100 highway deaths in 
one year. With a better traffic code and en- 
forcement, Missouri can begin to subtract from 
its tragic statistics in 1957. 
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Help for Troubled Children 


How many of the children of our community 
and state need psychiatric help but are not re- 
ceiving it? That question, which St. Louis and 
Missouri have not answered, has been answered 
by six Fairfield county, Connecticut towns for 
themselves. There were a minimum of 580 
children, a survey two years ago determined. 

Since then the six towns have set about an- 
swering the question in the larger sense. They 
plan to build a child guidance center with psy- 
chiatric and consultation service to children and 
counseling service to parents. Staffing the cen- 
ter are to be a child psychiatrist, a psychologist 
and two psychiatric social workers. Thus will 
be brought to the smaller communities of the 
state services such as are already available at 
seven clinics in Connecticut cities. ~* 


A group of traveling mental clinics was 
authorized by Missouri’s Legislature in 1955, 
and their establishment was long delayed by 
problems of obtaining professional personnel. 
As they get into operation, they will make a 
start on the problem, which Connecticut is just 
tackling, of reaching the small towns and rural 
communities. And plans for still further prog- 
ress are in prospect when the Legislature con- 
venes in January, 
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The Filibuster Comes First 


To advocate civil rights legislation without 
having anything to say about the filibuster, 
which represents the principal barrier to such 
legislation, is to deal in either hypocrisy or 
futility. That is what Presidential Press Secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty was doing when he de- 
clined to comment on the Senate rules fight, 
though promising a civil rights message from 
the White House. If President Eisenhower al- 
lows this to stand as his last word, he will be 
making a mistake. 

The Senate rules fight which is to take place 
on the opening day, Thursday, presents one of 
the most important issues to come before the 
new Congress. For the White House to stand 
silent on it is an absurdity. The foes of the 
filibuster have already gained more bipartisan 
support than they did in 1953. 

Republican Senator H. Alexander Smith of 
New Jersey has joined those who are working 
to remove the ‘present rule which in effect 
permits filibusters to blackjack the Senate into 
bowing to a minority’s wishes. As in the cases 
of Senators Potter of Michigan, Payne of Maine 
and Thye of Minnesota, this is a switch from 
1953, when the late Senator Taft led 41 Repub- 
licans to the support of the filibuster alongside 
the Southern Democrats. tk Neds 

It is possible now to count seven Republicans 
and eight Democrats publicly committed to sup- 
port a change in rules. In addition, nine Demo- 
crats who supported a change four years ago 
can probably be depended on to support it now. 
There are five other Democrats and five other 
Republicans who, on the basis of their records 
and general outlook, ought to wind up on the 
same side. That would be 34 votes against the 
filibuster, as compared with. only 21 in 1953. 

Necessarily most of the additional votes 
needed to win would have to come from the 
Republican ranks, This is why it is so impor- 
tant for President Eisenhowef, as leader, of 
the Republican party, to express himself if ‘he 
filibuster is to be beaten. As of now there are 
in sight 12 Republican votes and 22 Democratic 
votes for a rules change. How can the Repub- 
licans claim to be the friends of civil rights 
legislation if they do not muster more votes

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than the Democrats for Senate rules that would: 


make it possible to consider and vote on civil 
rights legislation? 


Let the President speak out forcefully’ for 
such rules, and the defenders of the filibuster 
ean be given not only a run for their money 
but the scare of their lives. 
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Among the Missing 

The letter from Senator -Lehman of New 
York which appears on this page is one that 
many citizens will regret to read. They will 
regret to read it because it is a reminder that 
the Ejighty-fifth Congress, which is about to 
convene, will not have the services of one. of 
the .most courageous men ever to sit in the 
United States Senate. 


Herbert H. Lehman has spent the last 30 
years in public service, as Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and Governor of New York and since 
1949 as a member of the Senate. He had the 
moral strength to declare himself in test after 
test in these trying years and he has done it 
invariably on the side of decency and integrity. 

In the early days of McCarthyism when 
many of his colleagues were afraid to lock 
horns with the demagogue from Wisconsin, 
Herbert Lehman unhesitatingly took him on. 
He has had the faculty of being on the liberal 
side and when he was, he was afraid of no 
issue or no person. We regret to see him go 
and only hope that his successor, Jacob Javits, 
will see for emulation the fine qualities in 
Herbert Lehman. , 


The Senate will meet without the presence 
of Walter George of Georgia, long its dean. If 
the Democrats will miss him, in all probability 
the White House will miss him more. For it 
was the dignified, esteemed Georgian who so 
often led the legislative fight for Eisenhower 
foreign policies in the last Senate. The Presi- 
dent could not count on the Knowlands and 
Bridgeses and other senior members in his own 
party, but the ‘support of George of Georgia 
was almost always on the White House side. 

The Republican who will be missed the most 
is Eugene Millikin of Colorado. He was a 
stanch conservative and he looked out first of 
all for the economic interests of his constitu- 
ents. But he has known our revenue structure 
as few Senators of the last 15 years. The Re- 
publican party will find it anything but easy to 
fill his place in the upper councils. 


Three other Republicans who will be absent 
are Herman Welker of Idaho, James H. Duff 
of Pennsylvania and George H. Bender of Ohio, 
all of whom were defeated last November. 
Senator Welker has been against liberal prin- 
ciples on almost every major issue—McCarthy- 
ism, Hell’s Canyon and nearly all else. His de- 
parture is thoroughly wholesome. Senator Duff 
has proved a disappointment in his one term. A 
progressive Governor, hé turned out to be an in- 
effective Senator and actually absented himself 
a great deal. As for Senator Bender, he did 
little to benefit either Congress or the country. 

One Southerner was defeated and will not 
be back—Earle C. Clements of Kentucky. His 
experience may be a lesson to those Democrats 
who are given too much to pussyfooting since 
he was a follower of Lyndon Johnson's weak 
anu sometimes compromising leadership. With- 
in a couple of weeks Price Daniel of Texas will 
leave the Senate to become Governor at Austin. 
His record is nothing to cheer about, but the 
question is: Will his unnamed successor be 
as good? 

And so we go back to Lehman of New York. 
He will leave the biggest void. His place will 
be the hardest to fill. 
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Invitation From the Scientists 

For a long time the scientists and their dis- 
coveries have been transforming the way people 
live without solving many social problems. So 
it is intriguing to learn that organized science 
in America has decided to increase its efforts 
to help solve the problems of society that have 
been raised by scientific progress. 

The council for the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science has voted unani- 
mously for preparation of a program of action 
for consideration. If this leads to a determined 
effort to see that society begins to catch up'with 
science instead of lagging far behind, that will 
be real progress. 

As examples of problems that indicate the 
gap in relations between science and society, an 
interim committee of A.A.A.S. lists: Science is 
the second most rapidly expanding sector of 


the social structure, military being first; public 


interest in science is not commensurate with 
the important role of science in society; com- 
munications between scientists are difficult and 
some research requirements impose additional 
barriers; there is a serious shortage of scien- 
tists; major social issues are coming from scien- 
tific discoveries; urgent advice and warnings 
from scientists have gone unheeded. 


Dr. Barry Commoner of Washington Univer- 
sity is a member of this committee which has 
spent the past yea? studying the present state 
of science in the United States and its relation 
to social forces and issues. 


These problems can best be handled by closer 
co-operation of scientists with legislators and 
others in society. Only by uniting the effort of 
all elements will it be possible for science and 
society to achieve the social betterment that 
measures real progress in human affairs.

From an Address by Werner Z. Hirsch, Associate Professor.of Economics, 
Washington University, to the St. Louis League of Women Voters. 


Ever since 1870, and perhaps even 
earlier, the economic importance of 
Missouri relative to other states has 
been steadily declining. While for in- 
stance in 1870 Missouri had about 4.5 
per cent of the people in the United 
States, this figure was halved to about 
2.6 per cent by 1955. Were today’s 
system of apportionment applied we 
would have sent twice as many law- 
makers to the United States House of 
Representatives in 1870 as we are 
sending now. 

There can be no doubt that Mis- 
souri has been losing out to other 
states. Why”? 

All over the years we have been 
relying more heavily on agriculture 
than the rest of the nation. In 1870 
Missouri had about 15 per cent more 
of its labor force in agriculture than 
had the rest of the nation. In 1950 
this figure increased to 50 per cent. 

We are coming now to the crux of 
the matter. During the last 80 to 90 
years, Missouri did not industrialize 
as rapidly as the rest of the nation. In 
1870 Missouri produced about 4.7 per 
cent of all United States manufactured 
goods; by 1950 our percentage had de- 
clined to 2.3. While our share declined 
by 50 per cent that of our neighbors— 
Illinois, Kansas, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa—more than doubled. 

What can be done to improve our po- 
sition? All-out effort to help industry is 
called for. Industrialists who decide 
where to locate and expand their fa- 
cilities make this decision on the basis 
of cold calculations. They do their 
business where the climate (and I do 
not mean only weather) for success is 
best. The state government can con- 
tribute to a business climate conducive 
to further industrialization. 


How to Invite Industry 
Our greatest asset is our people. 


Therefore to have them stay in Mis- 
souri, attract others and contribute to 


» their productivity and ingenuity the 


state must offer sound health and wel- 
fare programs, high quality educational 
opportunities for all, as well as labor 
training and retraining opportunities. 
The state can also help in providing 
good road systems and public works 
with industrial requirements in mind. 

Every state works in these fields, but 
there are some additional steps which 
have been taken recently by some 
states. They are in the fields of: 

1. Risk capital, and 

2. Industrial development, research 
and extension service. 

Risk capital is perhaps best made 
available by a state-sponsored Indus- 
trial Development Authority. For in- 


, income 


stance, in Pennsylvania such an author- 
ity was established last summer with 
an initial revolving fund of $5,000,000. 
The Authority can loan to industrial 
development agencies up to 30 per cent 
of the cost of the project, the loan to 
be secured by a second mortgage on 
the project. The interest rate is 2 per 
cent and the‘period up to 25 years. 

Before such a loan is granted the 
industrial development agency must 
have a firm commitment from respon- 
sible financial sources, i.e., banks, for 
up to 50 per cent of the project cost 
and itself provide 20 per cent. 


Huge Task for Research 


This is the kind of financing Mis- 
souri is competing with. But more 
than easy momey terms are being of- 
fered. Various state departments of 
commerce engage in industrial develop- 
‘ment research, planning, zoning and 
urban redevelopment grants and serv- 
ices to municipalities. They help in- 
dustrialists select plant locations by 
maintaining a state-wide file of plant 
location information, including maps 
and data on markets, raw material, 
labor supply, wages, construction costs, 
means of transportation, freight rates, 
ete. They co-operate with industry in 
research, conferences and development 
plans, and promotional activities. 


There is little doubt that such serv- 
ices are desirable and will go a long 
way toward encouraging industrial ex- 
pansion in Missouri and stopping the 
decline in her economic position. How- 
ever, the immediate question is wheth- 
er we can afford such services. 


In this connection it is important 
to realize that the per cent of personal 
oing for state and local taxes 
is very low in Missouri. In 1953, the 
last year for which we have such data, 
the figure for Missouri was 7.4 per 


cent. Only Delaware spent a lower 
per cent of personal income. One 
state spent as much as 17.4 per cent. 


For all 48 states the average was 10.8. 


Somebody will raise the question 
whether increasing taxes will not work 
against us. But intelligent business 
men do not seek low taxes as much as 
they seek good public services and a 
friendly climate.

An Adolescent Revolutionary 


THE BLIND TIGER, by Robert Stand- 
ish, (Doubleday, 286 pgs., $3275.) 


The first-person-singular narrator of 
this stary is David Trollope, an urbane 
Englishman, part-owner of a London 
club called “The Blind Tiger,” who re- 
counts the shift of occurrence in the 
lives of the principals with the sophis- 
ticated manner of a worldly Somerset 
Maugham character. These events en- 
compass the passage of 25 years from 
the time when Mr. Trollope first met 
Johnny Holderness, age 12, and Mary 
Venning, age 10, in the Hotel Gladstone 
at Cannes in 1930. 

Both Johnny, an American, sand

from one resort town to another on the 
Continent. The two youngsters are 
drawn towards each other and find a 
mutual friend in David Trollope, who 
takes them on outings in the country- 
side.

Soon he ‘is 
back in Trollope’s London apartment on 
his way to fight in the Spanish Civil 
War, having broken with the family 
because of his impetuous radicalism. 
Trollope finally uses some of the 
Holderness money to rescue Johnny 
from his place in the Loyalist ranks, 
but World War II comes along, and de- 
spite Trollope’s hope that Johnny and 
Mary, who has remained in England, 
will recognize their need for each other 
and settle down, the plot doesn’t work 
out that way. 

From sheer pique at Johnny's in- 
difference, as he is still preoccupied 
with being a social rebel, Mary plunges 
into’ a lukewarm marriage with an 
R.A.F. pilot. Perennially motivated as 
an adolescent revolutionary though con- 
fused as to which way to lean ideolog- 
ically, Johnny joins the Canadiay grmy 
and fights a brave war with the French 
underground against the Germasg. 

Eventually, Mary, now a wideg and 
Johnny, finally chastened into a sem- 
blance of maturity, come together as 
they were always meant to, but it 
doesn’t happen until long after war's 
end and a few flashes of postwar ex- 
citement. The postponed climax that 
reunites the straying pair finds them 
once more on the French Riviera where 
they had met as children long before. 

Robert Standish is an accomplished 
novelist, whose last novel was the suc- 
cessful “Elephant Walk.” He brings a 
refreshingly intelligent insight to his 
prose style while untying the knots of 
his plot, and his aphoristic observa- 
tions, about life in general as well as 
the people he writes about, make his 
novels enjoyable to read and tempting 
to quote, JACK ALDRIDGE.

need for new sources of revenue 
to pay for construction to meet 
anticipated demands for power. 


The report reviewed the con- 
gressional tangle iast spring 
that wound up with a tacit ap- 
proval of some construction fi- 
nancing by TVA from power 
revenues without the necessity 
of getting approval from Con- 
gress. 

That action applied only to 
enlargement of existing power 
plants. New ones, the report 
said, will be needed to meet 
estimated power demands three 
or four years hence. 

Bond Plan Mentioned, 
‘ Much mention was made of 
the plan shunted aside at the 
last session of Congress to per- 
‘mit the TVA to issue revenue 
bonds for public sale to obtain 
construction money.. 

Outlining the problem of 
financing construction from 
power revenues, the report said: 

“TVA’s power revenues, like 
the revenues of most other pow- 
er systems, are sufficient to pro- 
‘vide only a part of the capital 
that will be needed in future 
years to build the generating 
eapacity required to keep pace 
with the ecenomic growth of 
the valley power region. The 
continuing ability of TVA to 
Serve tif_is growth will depend 
on the availability of other 
sources of capital.” 


: 


It said the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1956, “in terms of gen- | 
erating capacity added to the | 
power system ... was TVA's | 
second largest construction | 
year.” | 

“Construction forces added 
1,469,500 kilowatts of installed 
capacity to the TVA power sys- 
tem, an increment second in 
size only to the 1,734,300 kilo- 
watts added in fiscal 1955.” 

Present Construction. 

Aditional construction under 
way, the report said, will boost 
the system’s capacity to 10,253,- 
000 kilowatts by the winter of 
1958-59, when power demands 
are expected to be about 10,- 
000.000 kilowatts. 

Gross revenues from power 
operations in the year ended 
last June 30, the report said, 
amounted to $221,600,000, up 18 | 
per cent from the previous | 
year. Revenues from sales to | 
federal agencies, principally 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the report said, increased 20 
per @nt to $127,000,000 and 
amounted to 57 per cent of the 
gross revenues, an increase of 
39 per cent from the preceding 
year. 

Despite the increase in reve- 
nues, the report continued, net 
returns were slightly below 
the average for the 23 years 
of TVA operations. 

It said the production ex-| 
penses climbed faster than rev- | 
enues, with the total expense 
for the year reaching $167,700,- 
000 or 20 per cent more than 
1955 and operation and main- 
tenance costs also rose. AS a 
result, it said, the net revenue | 
amounted to $53,900,000. |

The year starts auspiciously. 
Automobile sales have been 
rather modest, partly because of 
the unavailability of new mod- 
els, partly because consumers 
are trying to retire debt, partly 
because high prices have 
“stopped” some customers. 

We won't have the crazy auto- 
mobile pattern of 1955, when 
production soared above 7,000,- 
000 cars; or a crazy year like 
1956, when output was pushed 
into the early months and then 
skidded. Automobile output will 
be more evenly spaced, which 
will be better for payrolls, em- 


ployment, and, incidentally, 
profits for automobile com- 
panies, 


Expenditures for new ma- 
chinery and new plant, as noted, 
will continue to rise, but might 
flatten out in the second half. 
Inventories also will rise a bit 
more. Housing will be held 
back by a scarcity of mortgage 
money. Government expendi- 
tures will rise steadily, but not 
sharply. Here, the expansion- 
ary force will be defense spend- 
ing and economic aid. The Hun- 
garian and Suez episodes have 
carryover consequences in in- 
ternational and economic af- 
fairs. These outlays could take 
up siack if private investment 
falls off. 

Tax Changes Forecast. 

Important changes in federal 
tax rates are unlikely. Certainly, 
no general reduction is to be 
expected. That would only pop 
more buttons. We need a gov- 
ernment surplus to pay of some 
of the debt. What better time 
for that than prosperity? 

Farmers will have a happier 
'year, which should give agricul- 
tural equipment companies a 
| lift. Agricultural income, which 
was $11,300,000,000 in 1955 and 
approximately $11,800,000,000 in 
1956, might top 12 billion dol- 
lars; Factor: The soil bank. It 
will channel funds to farmers 
and channel farm land out of 
production. Prices for produce 
should be higher, labor, ferti- 
lizer and seed input lower. 

I'm not too sure about the 
stock market. Government 
bonds, in recent weeks, have 
been weaker than a heavyweight 
prize fighter after a tiff with 
Marciano. Investors now are 
torn between bonds and stocks. 
Thus, 1957 could generate a 
shake-out in stocks without an 
accompanying business crisis. 

Hopeful observation and in- 
ference: President Eisenhower 
has the difficult task of ration- 
ing prosperity—of tethering, ex- 
pansion just enough to prevent 
inflation and not precipitate a 
recession. In his first four years 


he has managed to do this ex- 
tremely well.

Europe had been Uncle Sam's 
biggest customer. Before Suez, 
it had been buying American 
machinery, chemicals, wheat, 
cotton and other exports to the 
tune of 4% billion dollars 
worth a year.

The one big hope was the as- 
surance that the United States 
would not permit its European

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A Realtor must be a member of a local Board which is affiliated with the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards and printed hereunder are partial excerpts of the Code of Ethics 
to which he must subscribe. 


Under all is the land, Upon its wise utilization and widely allocated ownership depend the 
survival and growth of free institutions and of our civilization. The Realtor is the instru- 
mentality through which the land resource of the nation reaches its highest use and through 
which land ownership attains its widest distribution. 


The functions of a Realtor impose obligations beyond those of ordinary commerce; they im- 
pose grave social responsibility and a patriotic duty to which the Realtor should dedicate him- 
self, and for which he should be diligent in preparing himself. The Realtor, therefore, is 
zealous to maintain and improve the standards of his calling and share with his fellow- 
Realtors a common responsibility for its integrity and honor. 


In the interpretation of his obligations, he can take no safer guide than that which has been 
handed down through twenty centuries, embodied in the Golden Rule: 


“Whatsoever ye would that men should do unto you, do ye also unto them.” 


Accepting this standard as his own, every Realtor pledges himself te observe its spirit in all | 
his dealings and in the conduct of his business. 


In accepting the agency for property, the Realtor pledges himself to be fair to purchaser or 
tenant, as well as to the owner whom he represents and whose interests he should protect 


and promote as he would his own. 


The acceptance By a Realtor of an exclusive listing imposes the obligation of rendering skilled , og . 
and conscientious service; when a Realtor is unable to render such services, either himself or 
with the aid of his fellow-Realtors, he should not accept the listing. 


Before offering a property listed with him by the owner, it is the Realtor’s duty to advise 
the owner honestly and intelligently regarding its fair market value. 


It is the duty of every Realtor to protect the public against fraud, misrepresentation, or 
unethical practices in connection with real estate transactions.

Gains of 3454 were made by

| board Marine and 31% by Gulf 
Oil.

Another blue chip, 
Sttandard Oil (New Jersey), 
ended the year unchanged. 

Of the 1512 stock issues 
traded in 1956 there were only 
439 gainers to 901 losers.

HE Better Business Bureau 

of St. Louis is financially 

supported by business men 
who bélieve that public confi- 
dence can best be preserved by 
fair practices. But the services 
of the Better Business Bureau 
are available without charge to 
anyone and everyone. 

Not everybody knows this, 
but quite a few do. The bureau 
serves about 65,000 persons a 
year in the St. Louis area, and 
every morning the outer office 
of the bureau, on the third floor 
at 911 Locust street, looks like 
a doctor’s waiting room. 

They are people who have 
been bilked, think maybe 
they’ve been bilked, or think 
they’re about to be bilked. To 
people like this the bureau pro- 
vides a service which, in a 
manner of speaking, can’t be 
found anywhere else. 

True, they could go to the 
prosecuting attorney. ut as 
Harry Riehl, manager of the St. 
Louis Bureau points out, the 
average swindle is for less than 
$50 and in time the prosecutor's 
office would be bogged down 
with an unbelievable assort- 
ment of small swindles, few of 
which could be prosecuted be- 
cause in most cases ihe swin- 
dlers gre itinerants and have al- 
ready left the city. 

“What we can offer people,” 
says Riehl, “is some answer to 
their problems.” 

’ The bureau cant tell you 
what make of car to buy, but 
it can tell if a dealer has a rep- 
utation for dishonesty. If you 
are solicited for a donatien to 
a charity you never heard of, 
the bureau can give you the 
lowdown. If you feel that a 
store has taken advantage of 
you, the bureau can look into 
it, and in most cases iron-it out. 
If you buy a ton of coal and 
think . you've been —_ short- 
weighted, the bureau actually 
ywill come out and weigh the 
coal for you. 

When racketeering in any 
particular field becomes wide- 
spread, the bureau conducts in- 
tensive investigation. Then it 
publishes the facts in bulletins 
which go to all raembers, busi- 
ness leaders, newspaper and 
radio stations. 

As a last resort, if other 
methods fail, the bureau can 
take the results of its investi- 
gations to the law enforcement 
authorities. Here, too, the bu- 
reau fellows through. Its rep- 
resentatives will take the wit- 
ness stand, present in evidence 
the information they have gath- 
ered.

OW and then somebody 
N tureatens to sue the bureau, 

which would be a very fool- 
ish move indeed. The bureau 
would welcome it. Because in 
court it could lay out all the 
information it has gathered, 
which would then become a 
matter of public record. 

The bureau’s No. 1 weapon 
is and always has been, the cold 
light of publicity. 

“There's only one thing a 
swindler really fears,” says 
Riehl, “and that’s not making 
money. Let enough people 
know what he’s up to, and he 
won't make any money. Then 
he'll either mend his ways or 
depart for greener pastures.” 

It’s a running battle, how- 
ever, that never ends. As Riehl 
points out, it takes two to make 
a swindle—a swindler and a 
willing victim. There seems to 
be an endless supply. of both. 
And part of the stock in trade 
of the swindler is the public's 
short memory. 
and al] the swindlers have to do 
is wait about five years and 
they can do it all over again.

The hot fur racket keeps 
coming back. A man stands 
beside a truck which bears the 
name of a non-existent fur 
company. He stops you and 
says he has a problem. He was 
to deliver a dozen furs. When 
he got to the point of delivery, 
he found there were 13 furs. 
Now he’s an honest man at 
heart, and knows he should 
take the extra fur back, but he 
has eight children and a sick 
wife and his employer will 
never miss the fur. It’s yours 
for a fraction of its real worth. 

If you pay him the $50 or 
$100 he asks for the fur, you'll 
find yourself with about two 
dollars worth of the best cat 
hide you ever owned. 

One of the meanest rackets 
right now, Riehl says, is the 
“big money in vending ma- 
chines” business. The ads 
make it look like a good thing 
for old folks who have a little 
money put by. They pay $50 
each for machines which they 
could purchase from legitimate 
dealers for $10. The man 
promises he will find locations 
for all the machines, set up a 
regular route, and all the buyer 
has to do is service them and 
rake in the dough. But the 
minute the sale is made the 
promoter disappears. There 
are no locations, and the victim 
can’t get any. He winds up 
with an attic full of gum ma- 
chines, and no money. 

Thousands of people are 
taken in each year by various 
Christmas rackets. One of 
them is tree ornaments, which 
appear in the ads to be three 
dimensional. When they ar- 
rive they’re just colored card- 
board cut-outs. Then there is 
the ad, “a box of 12 toys for a 
dollar.” This you find hard to 
believe. When the box arrives,

garet package. Its contents 
wouldn’t be worth 10 cents in 
the aggregate: a toy auto, a 
Mexican jumping bean, a false 
mustache, a play-like cigaret 
and a penny balloon. 

The Pittsburgh newspapers 
recently exposed a _ religious 
rackct which was making mil- 
lions. Maybe you've received 
one of those cards with a tiny 
plastic crucifix attached and an 
invitation to send back 25 cents. 
The intrinsic value of the cruci- 
fix isn’t a tenth of a cent. The 
card merely says the crucifix 
is being sent in the hope 
you will find it to your liking. 
If so, please send back 25 cents. 
On the back of the card in 
small type it says: “this cruci- 
fix is being sent to you by an 
ex-G.I. who is a partially dis- 
abled veteran of World War 
. 

Better Business Bureaus and 
the Catholic church have been 
fighting such rackets for years, 
without much success. They be- 
long to what Riehl calls the 
kind of letters “that stick to 
you.” In the same category are 
cheap neckties and other unor- 
dered merchandise. Something 
tells you to throw the stuff in 
the wastebasket, then something 
tells you maybe a poor crippled 
G.I. does need help. So you 
send the money. 

Take it from Riehl—anything 
that comes unsolicited, throw 
it in the wastebasket and for- 
get about it. The racketeers 
have the percentages worked 
out from experience. They know 
that 50 per cent of the people 
will send the money. Forty per 
cent will send back the mer- 
chandise, so they're out noth- 
ing on that but: postage. Ten 
per cent will do nothing, which, 
in view of the big take, is a 
very trifling loss.

HEN the dffices of the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau open 
in the morning, there aré 
usually people waiting at the 
door. A dozen operatives sit at 
desks, spending their’ days lis- 
tening to the problems of peo- 
ple, both in person and on the 
telephone. A typical operative 
is Miss O. Simpkins, who has 
been there a good many years. 

“It’s seasonal.” she says, “and 
spasmodic. We just got over one 
spasm. We published a bulletin 
exposing the tr‘cks of some TV 
repair men, and then Mr. Riehl 
appeared on Russ David's tele- 
vision program and_ talked 
about it. 
spasm. We got 690 telephone 
calls in three days. 

“As for the seasons, we'll 
start with spring. That’s when 
we get the itinerant peddlers, 
tree trimmers. shrub sprayers 
and so forth. The inquiries and 
complaints come all day and 
every day. 

“Then in the summer all the 
washing machines begin to 
break down. You know, there 
are two sides to many of these 
stories, and the truth is that in 
the summer a’ woman with a 
family of children will wash 
every day, and machines are 
bound to wear ovt. But a lot of 
women don’t think so. The same 
is true of refrigerators. They 
go on the blink, usually from | 
over-use. But we try to investi- | 
gate every complaint and get 
at the truth. Sometimes it’s the 
refrigerator, sometimes it’s the 
kids in the family opening it a 
couple of hundred times a day. 

“In January we get the after 
Christmas problems. The wo- 
man calls late in January and 
explains that the store wouldn’t 
give her her money back for 
that lingerie she got for Christ- 
mas and decided she didn't 
like. The lingerie cost $16.95 
two weeks before Christmas, 
but after Christmas it was 
marked down to $12.95, and the 
store wants to give her a due 
bill for that amount. Well, the 
fruth of the matter is, a custo- 
mer has no legal right to de- 
mand a refund simply because 
she has changed her mind. 
Many stores have a policy of 
doing it, but it’s just a cour- 


In the fall it's new cars. 
Sometimes there are legitimate 
complaints. The bureau had a.

er, now out of business, that all 
but filled a whole filing cabinet. 
The bureau was instrumental in 
putting him out of business. 
But quite often the complaint is 
from a woman who had to have 
a pink car with a purple top, 
something that takes time. 
When the car hasn't arrived 
within a week or so, she wants 
the bureau to do something 
about it. 

Just, before Christmas there 
is a flood of calls from people 
who have ordered from maga- 
zine advertisements and haven't 
received the merchandise. Some- 
times the advgrtisers are swin- 
diers, but in most cases it de- 
vélops that people waited until 
10 days before Christmas to 
send the order. 

In a typical day, Miss Simp- 
kins will hear complaints about 
automobile financing, .automo- 
bile repairs, new furniture that 
didn’t arrive, or wasn’t as ad- 
vertised; complaints about TV 
repairs, complaints about land- 
scaping and shrubs, complaints 


about food freezer plans, syn- | 


thetic fabrics, magazine saleg- 
men whose magazines never ar- 
rived, and so on, ad infinitum. 
The total, about 65,000 inquiries 
a year. 

The bureau maintains a corps 


of shoppers who every day scan | 
the ads, and then go forth to | 


have a first hand look at any 
items which appear question- 
able. It isn’t their purpose to 
trap the merchant, Riehl ex- 
plains. The bureau just wants 
to be sure. If they have to, they 
buy the merchandise, as in the 
case of a chain of hat shops 
which sold the same hat for 
anywhere from $1 to $5, what- 
ever they thought the customer 
would pay. The* bureau's shop- 
pers bought 56 hats, and proved 
what they had set out to prove. 

They also answer ads of out- 


fits which assure that you can | 


become a famous artist, or 
make a million dollars as a song 
writer.

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Fix It Yourself | 
| By Hubbard Cobb : 
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Oil Burner Troubles. 


OUR average oil burner is a 
Y 004 deal like your average 

car — there are plenty of 
serious things that can ge 
wrong with it but usually when 
it stops it’s because of some- 
thing rather simple, like being 
out of gas or an empty fuel oil 
tank. 


Often a burner fails to go on 
because someone forgot to set 
the thermostat. Sometimes 4 
speck of dirt, gets in the con- 
tacts of the thermostat and pre- 
vents it working properly. You 
can often clear up this difficul- 
ty just by moving the dial of 
the thermostat back and forth 
a few times. Another method 
of cleaning is to remove the 
cover from the thermostat and 
slip a piece of bond paper be- 
tween the contact points. This 
will remove any particles of 
dust. Thermostats do wear out 
and may have to be replaced 
from time to time. 

If the thermostat is Gkay the 
trouble may still be in the 
wiring of the burner. Check 
to be sure that the safety 
switch in “on” and check the 
burner fuse in the fuse box to

see if it has blown. If the 
burner motor became  over- 
heated use of dirt, no 


proper lubrication or because 
of some other reason, the fuse 
will blow. 


Another point to check is the 
little red re-set button on the 
burner motor. This will pop 
out if the motor becomes over- 
heated or overloaded and must 
be pushed back by hand before 
the motor will run. Another 
device to check on the unit is 
the re-set button on the stack 
switch. This switch is mounted 
on the stove pipe from heater 
to chimney and sometimes it 
gets a little contrary and turns 
off the burner when it shouldn't. 
Flip or press the little button 
on this swiich and often the 
burner will start up. Next time 
your serviceman is around, howe 
ever, have him clean and adjust 
this stack switch so it won't act 
up again.

Answer: “Foolscap” is a term 
still in use to designate station- 
ery measuring from 12 by 15 
inches up to 1314 by 17 inches. 
The most common sizes is 13 
by 16 inches, which is often 
folded to make pages of 8 by 
13 inches. Originally it was a 
printing paper used in England 
and got its name from the an- 
cient watermark of a fool’s head 
and cap used to identify the 
paper. The earliest specimens of 
paper using the foolscap water- 
mark date back to before the 
time of Shakespeare.

The Kodiak (also spelled 
“Kadiak,” and in either case 
pronounced COD-yak) bear has 
the record weight—up to the 
present time—for any flesh- 
eating land animal. One wild 
Kodiak bear tipped the scales 
at 1656 pounds, and was nine 
feet long. Except for a few 
fat “zoo bears,” that is the top 
record for afy bear.
